Wednesday was cheap for the 
University of Alberta. 

In accordance with an agreement 
reached this summer between the 
Association of Academic Staff and 
the University of Alberta Board of 
Governors concerning the 5.6 per 
cent staff salary cutback, Novem- 
ber 30 was a working day without 
pay. 

This “ No Pay Day” was the first 
of two this academic year and the 
first of six over the next three years. 
From now on, untill 1997, the first 
Wednesday of every Novemberand 


public that the University will go 
on, even during times of financial 
duress. 

The main reason for executing 
such a plan lies in “the desire to 
protect the pensionable salary level 
for those [staff members] for whom 
the next several years constitute the 
base from which pensions will be 
calculated,” the AAS:UA newslet- 
terstates. Thisisasafeguard against 
getting hit twice. 

But” No Pay Day” is also a dem- 
onstration in protest of “the lack of 
esteem in which the University...is 
held by the government,” said

March will be free of pay for all 
University employees. 

Because these wage cuts affect 
not only faculty, but the rest of the 
University staff, the AAS:UA ap- 
proached the Non-Academic Staff 
Association with their idea of tak- 
ing a portion of the salary cutback 
in the form of working days with- 
out income. 

The November 1994 AAS:UA 
newsletter states that “this negotia- 
tion holds for three years, with no 
guarantee that [staff] will be able to 
recover salary levels comparable to 
those elsewhere in Canada.” The U 
of A will not be an attractive institu- 
tion to professors, administrators, 
orresearchers believes the AAS:UA. 
According to them, we stand to lose 
our ability to compete with other 
Canadian schools. 

“The academics are not the only 
ones affected by this action,” says 
Mike Tantum, NASA’s manager. 
He says non-academic staff have 
been forced into carryng out this 
“olicy in the interest of making a 

tatement to the students and to the 


Tantum. 

The fact that the academic and 
non-academic staff have decided to 
carry on in the face of such adver- 
sity is hopeful. 

“Tt is important to realize that 
University professors are still striv- 
ing to provide excellent and com- 
petitive education despite severe 
cutbacks,” says Jon C. Stott, a pro- 
fessor of English. Stott is quick to 
add that this payless protest will 
“zap morale, which affects the 
teaching.” Tantum will also contest 
that “morale is rock-bottom” 
amongst the non-academic staff. 

The people least affected by “No 
Pay Day” are professors who are on 
contract. 

“If they don’t pay me, I don’t 
come,” says one contracted profes- 
sor. 

Many professors have not men- 
tioned anything about “No Pay 
Day” to their students. For those 
students whose professors did say 
something, the basic response was 

“it is about time the professors 
experience the strain.”

Joint anti-reform paper endorsed by SU

The University of Alberta Stu- 
dents’ Council officially endorsed 
the brainchild of the Winds of 
Change conference hosted by the 
Students’ Union November 16-20. 

During Tuesday’s council meet- 
ing, a position paper aimed at min- 
ister of Human Resources Lloyd 
Axworthy’s Green paper on social 
reform was approved 22 to 1. 

The learning section of the Green 
paper proposes that the federal gov- 
ernment cease all cash payments to 
the provinces and transfer the re- 


sulting financial burden to students. 

Sixteen universities from across 
the nation were involved in the cre- 
ation of the document entitled, “ Re- 
sponse to Agenda: Jobs and Growth, 
Social Security Reform Discussion 
Paper.” All schools except the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa are expected to 
pass the paper through their re- 
spective student legislative bodies. 

The paper, to be released Decem- 
ber 7, is critical yet gives the federal 
government some directions for 
reform. 

“The federal government should 


have a stronger role in directing 
funding is one of the things we are 
saying. We don’t think that fund- 
ing should go away, nor do we 
think things should stay at the sta- 
tus quo. But established program 
financing needs to stay and other 
things need to be fixed,” said Kyle 
Kasawski, SU vp external. 
Kasawski says the paper will 
make a splash in Ottawa because so 
many student governments will 
back it. “These are things we all 
agreed on. If we didn’t feel com- 
fortable with something because 


there wasn’t consensus or not 
enough information, we didn’t in- 
clude that in the paper.” 

Kasawski promises a media blitz 
on the of the release of the paper. 
Although it has been finished for 
weeks, itremains confidential until 
all the schools involved get achance 
to endorse it. 

Councillors were given a copy of 
the paper during Council so they 
could study it. 

Some councillors were caught off 
guard by Kasawski’s presentation. 
He also spoke about the formation 


of the new national student group, 
known up to now as the Canadian 
Alliance of Student Associations, 
which he called an historic event. 

“A new student group only 
comes around every fifteen or 
twenty years. It’s exciting to watch 
something that has been worked on 
for four years come to life.” 

SU president Suzanne Scott had 
to remind councillors of the im- 
portance of such a group. 

“Come on, guys. This is a new 
national group here. You could at 
least pay attention.”

The DKEs may be in a lot of 
trouble if allegations brought 
against them are true. The Phi Delta 
Theta fraternity claims that on 
November 5, members of the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon fraternity stole a 
number of items from their house. 

“We categorically deny that any- 
body here has any knowledge of 
this,” says Jeffrey Jansen, a DKE. 
“They are unable to identify any 
member of our fraternity or any 
other fraternity.” According to 
Jansen, no Phi Delt witnessed any- 
one entering or leaving their house 
that night. 

The Interfraternity Council, of 
which both fraternities are mem- 
bers, has created a tribunal to ad- 
dress the allegations. The IFC has a 
regulatory role and can act as arbi- 
trator for feuding fraternities. 

Campus Security was alerted by 
the Phi Delts, however they have 


not alerted Edmonton police yet. 

Patrick Donnelly, IFC president, 
would not comment on the situa- 
tion, claiming that the tribunal is 
still in session. “Nothing has been 
decided yet.” 

This includes a debate over 
whether a theft actually occurred. 
According to Ken Boutilier, the 
Delta Upsilon representative on 
IFC, they are still gathering infor- 
mation. The DKEs are trying to 
acquire a recording of Jansen’s 
phone call with Campus Security, 
which Jansen claims was misinter- 
preted by an officer as an admis- 
sion of guilt. The tribunal will reas- 
sess the situation in January. 

Stealing items from rival frater- 
nity houses is not unheard of in the 
fraternity community. Last year the 
DKEs had their charter taken and 
did not get it back until recently. 
They had offered a reward and 
had involved Campus Security in 


the search. 

But removing items from other 
houses is even more prevalent. 
Jansen cites the “classic” example 
where a fraternity takes an object 
from another house then sends a 
ransom note saying the item will 
bereturned if certain philanthropic 
goals are met. “It’s not meant to be 
malicious or cause damage,” Jansen 
claims, adding that the items are 
always returned. 

But Phi Delt Joe Sheptak says 
taking other houses’ belongings is 
not all that common for them. “No- 
body has even broken into our 
house before.” 

“We welcome a police investiga- 
tion,” says Jansen, who believes 
that the DKEs’ innocence will be 
easily proven. 

“We have this reputation for be- 
ing free-spirited kind of guys, but 
we tend to stay out of it—espe- 
cially after the charter incident.”

The move is especially impor- 
tant for the SU since their trial run 
at the Bears Den expires in Decem- 
ber and they would like to con- 
tinue running the bar. 

On top of that, Versa Foods, the 


private company that runs most 
food and beverage outlets on cam- 
pus, wants to get in on the Bears 
Den, according to the SU. 

“Versa wants in either with us or 
with Athletics. If they were given 
the chance I don’t think I would be 
very happy about it. We have been 
working hard for a couple months 
and it would be a shame to lose it 
[the Bears Den],” said Ahluwalia. 

There is no need to worry, says 
the head of Athletics. 

“Versa foods is relatively new at 
this University. Itis not an issue for 
us. The SU has the Bears Den and 
no one will take it away. We want 
to work with the SU every chance 
we get, as long as they can do the 
job,” vows Reade.

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Disciplining errant students

You’re never too old to be disci- 
plined. Since July, 24 individuals 
have discovered that cheating, van- 
dalism, and assault are worthy of 
more than a slap on the wrist. 

“We get about 40 to 50 charges 
under the Code [of Student 
Behaviour] a year,” says Fran 
Trehearne, the University of Al- 
berta Student Discipline Officer. 
“Right now we’re on par.” 

According to the Code, activi- 
ties such as cheating, plagiarism, 
and the misrepresentation of facts 
are met with penalties ranging from 
a grade of F to expulsion. Non- 
academic violations, including the 
destruction of property and harass- 
ment, have similar penalties but 
also include fines and restitution. 

Between January 1 and June 30 
of this year, four groups were 
charged with alcohol related viola- 
tions, while 31 individuals faced 
charges. Of these, only ten were 
academic offences. 

“The majority of charges are 
unacademic,” says Trehearne, who 
believes the severe punishments 
for academic violations deter most 
people. “The academic offences are 
generally seen as the most serious 
charges so they are the ones that 
result in suspension.” Non-aca- 
demic violations are typically met 
with fines and reprimands. 

These penalties don’t appear to 
be deterring a growing number of 
individuals. “There’s probably a 
few more charges and complaints 
that have to do with offences 
against other people, as opposed 
to property,” explains Trehearne. 
In the past, many complaints 
brought to the Discipline Officer 
dealt with the possession of misap-

propriated items like parking 
passes. Now the office handles 
many more complaints about rela- 
tionships and activities endanger- 
ing other people, says Trehearne.

Complaints can be lodged with 
Campus Security by anyone who 
has reason to believe that a student 
has violated a non-academic of- 
fence. If warranted, the case willbe 
forwarded to the Dean of Students 
who will impose a penalty. Stu- 


dents can appeal the decision, al- 
though Trehearne says most stu- 
dents rarely do. However, there 
has been an increase in appeals. 
“The numbers in the last year and 
a half say people have a tendency 
to use legal counsel.” 

Does this mean students are in- 
creasingly knowledgeable about 
the Code of Student Behaviour and 
the various options available to 
them? 

According toa General Faculties 
Council regulation, instructors are 
required to inform their students 
at the beginning of the school term 
about the Code and its implica- 
tions. But Trehearne believes 
knowledge isn’t the same as deter- 
rence. 

“I don’t believe there is ever 
enough that we could do.”

I am writing in response to the 
article “Gay group goes bi” (Gate- 
way, November 24). 

After years of attending meet- 
ings, sitting on the executive, orga- 
nizing events and staffing tables for 
GALOC, those of us in the group 
who are bisexual put forward the 
request that the name be changed 
to reflect the participation and in- 
clusion of bisexual women and men 
in the organization, something we 
figured would be no more than a 
simple exercise in logo re-design. 
When we formally made our re- 
quest for the change, we were 
greeted with anger and hostility by 
a large number of members in at- 
tendance at the meeting. The no- 
tion was initially rejected by the 
executive, who without input from 
the group took it upon themselves 
tomake the decision based on some 
rather unfortunate excuses such as 
“it would be far too expensive to 
change the cheques.” Realizing their 
folly, they backtracked and allowed 
the decision to be made by a vote 
open to all GALOC members—the 
motion passed, but the harassment 
and animosity did not end there. 
Bisexual members were ap- 
proached by at least one member of 
the executive who grilled us about 
how recently we had engaged in 
sexual activity with a same gender 
partner, as if to somehow legiti- 
mize our support of the group and 
lifestyle. 

In the aforementioned article, 
Ryan indicates that members were 
“disgusted” by the inclusion of bi- 
sexuals in the group. Itis an horrific 
feeling to be treated with such ha- 
tred and intolerance by a group of

people who are subjected to the 
very same treatment by a large seg- 
ment of society. Other comments 
mentioned in the article such as 
“bisexuals are just going through a 
phase” or that as bisexuals, we are 
“afraid to admit our homosexual- 
ity” are indicative of the hypocrisy 
and lack of education many mem- 
bers of GALOC share.

At 
Louis Riel high school in Montreal, 
athirteen year old wearing the hijab 
wassent home until she could com- 
ply with the dress code which, ap- 
parently, does not permit any at- 
tire that may create separate groups 
among the students. The principal, 
Normand Dore, equates the hijab 
with wearing neo-Nazi regalia. For 
many of us, Nazismis synonymous 
with bigotry. But so is discrimina- 
tion based upon ethnicity. Even 
though this dress code is suppos- 
edly in place to discourage dis- 
crimination, it manages to discrimi- 
nate as it is enforced. It proves 
assimilation can be a kind of dis- 
crimination. 

Axiom: discrimination is bad. 
But what is discrimination? 

On page 72 is an imposing ar- 
ticle entitled “The Brain Strain.” 
Two American academics, RJ 
Herrnstein and Charles Murray, 
have written a book filled with 
impenetrable statistics that claim 
IQ, which they assert determines 
academic and consequently finan- 
cial success, is on average higher in 
whites than blacks. They use their 
statistics as a thin cloak behind 


which they argue against the wel- 
fare state. Those who can’t cut it 
can’t cut it because of unchange- 
able characteristics, they say. Those 
individuals are wasting their time 
and our money, they say. 

This book tries through scien- 
tific stat-speak and convincing 
rhetoric to make elitism and rac- 
ism a self-evident truth. 

For me, the axiom is the fact that 
this book is elitist and racist. 

Yet I believe in the good in all 
people. Iam trying to believe that 
these two men wrote this book in 
good faith, believing in the axiom 
their data attempts to delineate. 

So who’s right? 

Plato once had mebelieving there 
was an absolute truth crouching 
just outside the cave in which we 
all dwell. The truth is, that cave is 
home, and we live in the 
shadowlands. Right and wrong 
changes from mind to heart. 

Are Roseanne Skoke, Normand 
Dore, Herrnstein and Murray 
wrong? Orjust different? Different 
like homosexuals, muslims, slow 
whites, swift blacks? Different like 
you? Different like me? 

If you are waiting for my an- 
swer, my moral, my instruction for

living a better life beyond my last 
word, grab a snack. I have no an- 
swers today. 

Another fuzzy theorist from my 
fuzzy theory seminar, one Jacques 
Derrida, tells us to take another 
look at differences. Another look 
at oppositions. 

Differences canbe good. Wecan 
learn from one another's differ- 
ences. Celebrate the different. But 
Idon’t need to tell you that. Itis the 
essence at the heart of that demon 
we call political correctness. 

The demon, of course, is the op- 
position it has created between dif- 
ferent groups. 

Some of you, no doubt, are op- 
posed to me. But I did not create 
this article in opposition to you. 

I want to ask you not to judge 
this article. Read it, think about it. 
If it makes you think a little bit 
differently, don’tlet thatscare you.

So Christmas is right around the corner: 
Embrace the family. Eat some turkey. Lock 
yourself in the basement.

Some Assembly Required takes you into a 
home driven by order, and nearly void of 
acceptance and understanding. And, on this 
Christmas, eldest son Warren returns to 
mend the broken ties of communication in 
this helter-skelter family. 

Take the stereotypical DAD. He runs his 
life with frightening order, and has pat- 
terned it after the mighty elk: you seek out a 
mate, spar with other men to win her and 
then take her back to your place in order to 


procreate. As for child rearing, well, hey you 
have them, and then they godo“kid” things... 

The mother is like a barnacle; she’s not 
going anywhere or doing anything. She-is 
anti-social and hasn’t the heart to put herself 
out for anybody. She is the only truly sad 
character—there is no humour in her. 

Warren is bound to the guidelines set out 
in the Handbook of the First-Born. Brother 
Gordon is not dealing with anything; he has 
locked himself in the basement. And sister 
Stacy spent some time with the men in white 
coats. 

The characters are caricatured, and this is 
where the comedy originates; each actor 
plays the stereotype out to its hyperbolic 
heights, and to the crowd’s delights. The 
inadequacies of their family unit are en- 
countered quietly—like in subtle one-liners. 
But then each situation is blown up to fill the 
theatre. 

The set is all ordered chaos; everything 
has its place, with everything in its place— 
the problem is winding through the order, 
because that’s where the chaos enters.

I just don’t think Bill had this in mind 
when he wrote Richard III. 

The room was dimly lit by blue floods. A 
grid-wire fence was set up separating the 
actors from the audience. Haunting moans 
rained down onto the stage from a chorus of 
three voices perched high above. There was 
a steady clanging, like the sound heard at a 
harbour on a foggy day. 


Each-actor was: moving randomly -back:« 


These Are a Few of Our Favourite 
Thing’... 


and forth across the stage, hopelessly lost. 
Each wore ruined, dirty clothing, paired 
with heavy-soled shoes. No one had the 
same style of movement; without speech, 
the actors presented their characters to the 
audience. Yet one thing was present in the 
face of every player: despair. 

The steady clanging increased in fre- 
quency. The clanging finally stopped, and 
Richard entered the spotlight. He was 
dressed like a hobo: the pants too short, the 
jacket tattered, a feather in his fedora. 

Right away his arrogance, and insanity, 
filled the room. The haunting chants became 
mocking voices. And he delivered his intro- 


ductory speech. The madness possessing 
him was portrayed with frightening authen- 
ticity; moments of lucidity were followed 
immediately by flashes of passion. 

That basically sums up the play right there. 
Richard IITis about what happens when rea- 
son is defeated by lust and passion, and how 
people are trapped by their own desires 
when they haven’t the ability to attain them 
rationally. 

All of the dramatic elements were circa 
today. The vast majority of the lines were 
delivered on waves of anger, marked by 
bulging eyes, strained neck tendons, lots of 


flying-spit:(itwas kinda dangerous te-bein= 


the front row.) 

Even the lines that were delivered with 
tenderness or sorrow were hard to endure 
because they were delivered so truthfully. 
The acting was compelling, the (bloody) 
story timely. 

There is much to be said for subtlety, and 
I think a dose of it would have allowed the 
audience to really listen to the words, rather 
than flinch at the sound. 

However, this was a truly innovative 
approach to Shakespeare, and the actors 
succeeded at conveying the message of the 


play.

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TOO PRETTY FOR ITS OWN GOOD

Ryoji Ikeda has all the makings of an 
interesting artist: he doesn’t care about sell- 
ing his work, he is a technical innovator, he 
wishes to break down boundaries between 
painting and printmaking. He blurred the 
line between art and life by transforming the 
wireless radio station in his home town of 
Nemuro, from which he takes his imagery,

into a studio; his career has been a long, 
circuitous search for a now rediscovered 
home. 

So why am I bored by his work? Ikeda 
wishes to deal with the structure and func- 
tion of memory; he attempts, even, to lay out 
his life as evidence, yet he is trapped firmly 
within a set of aesthetic values which do not 
allow let his intended themes to live and 
breathe. 

These prints are beautiful. I cannot read 
the lovely drama of “Repassage from Mirror 
Face” as anything other than irresponsible 
prettification. The inserted, illegible text 
doesn’t function conceptually; it takes on 
the look of asymbol, but functions merely as 
a formal device against which other formal 
devices are balanced, in order to make a 


pretty print. The obvious associations with 
geological strata as a form of memory are a 
nice touch—again subsumed by the overall 
concern with design. 

* “Floating Wall,” like much of Ikeda’s work, 
nearly succeeds. The square of text here 
devolves into a pattern of tiny orgasmic 
spurts, a web of primal memories, convey- 
ing the frantic human urge to unearth, to 
remember, to communicate. 

The limitation placed on these prints is an 
overriding concern with balance, with the 
decoration of surface, with a kind of safe 
flatness, that prints naturally tends toward. 
Ikeda loves the process of printmaking, and 
that is his downfall: the pleasure given by 
the innate lushness of the print has seduced 
him. 

(This emasculates printmaking asa whole.) 

Ikeda’s most recent work is repetitive. He 
claimshe has little intention to sell his works, 
yet all round Isense the uncomfortable thin- 
ness of commodification; why else would an 
obviously imaginative man repeat his ideas 
so relentlessly? 

The trip upstairs in FAB Gallery, and back 
in time, is reoxygenating for this reason. 
Here is pre-aesthetic-straitjacket Ikeda. The 
sheer straightforwardness of placing an X, 
indicating “the power of human fundamen- 
tal existence, “above, say, a photo of a group 
of children, avoids much of the concern with 
surface decoration found in his later prints. 

In the end, I find myself in the ridiculous 
position of critically analyzing another man’s 
diary. Ikeda, I think, is genuine in his desire 
to heal himself through art. What his inju- 
ries are is irrelevant; we all have wounds. He 
has been kind enough to display the pro- 
cess—so go and make up your own minds.

Right now, the federal government’s spending includes both student aid and transfers 

to provinces in the form of cash and tax points. The tax transfers will continue — and grow 
by an estimated $2 billion over the next decade. That money will replace the cash portion 
which will run out over the next 10 years. 


One idea: the federal government could replace the cash transfer with a new permanent 
$2 billion loans and grants system. This option could put about $10 billion more into the post- 
secondary system over a ten-year period and improve access to post-secondary education.
